PROGRESS OF CHEMOTHERAPY. 


Dr. H. H. Dale, | President. of the 
Physiology Section, read a paper on “The 
Progress and Prospects of Chemo- 
thérapy,*’ or the treatment of disease by 
the admipistration of chemicals by 
hypodermic injection or otherwise, such 
as the use of quinine for malaria and 
“Bayer 205” for sleéping sickness. 

Dr. Dale gave a new account of the 
process by which such chemicals attack~ 
e@ disease. ‘The prevalent theory has been 
that the chemi killed ge infecting 

organism without hurting the patient. 
Ehrlich, the greatest worker in the Lie a 
e ompared the effects of certain chem
